To relieve the crowded condition at the High School 
building a temporary room with movable sides was 
constructed in the Gymnasium and the first grade plac- 
ed there. In warm weather this did very well but when 
the large room was to be used the walls and school fur- 
nishings had to be moved. This occurred several times 
a week and was a bothersome operation. The toilet 
facilities were neither suitable nor sufficient for 75 
children. When cold weather came it was practically 
impossible to keep the children comfortable. 

In January Ladd’s Hall was rented and the first 
grade is now there. The fourth and fifth grades are 
now in one room. It would be much better if they had 
separate rooms. 

The Robinson School was opened to accommodate the 
children in that neighborhood without transportation. 

If the increase in school attendance indicated by 
Table 1 continues, at least two rcoms should be added 
to the village schools. The first grade should be ade- 
quately housed with appropriate surroundings and san- 
itary conveniences. 

Probably the cheapest proposition is to build an ad- 
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dition at the Lang Street property. There is room 
enough on the lot for the building but there would be 
very little play ground. New toilets are needed for the 
second grade and with little additional cost could be 
arranged to accommodate the additional numbers. 

A new four room building, wrth modern improve- 
ments, and on a lot large enough to furnish a play- 
ground and to permit additions would be the best pro- 
vision for the present and near future and would per- 
mit expansion at the High School. 

It is always a temptation to make temporary ar- 
rangements rather than do something permanent, for 
it generally seems as if it would be more convenient la- 
ter, but we all know that the more convenient season 
seldom arrives. The cheap and temporary is frequent- 
ly the most expensive in the end. 

At present the smallest children, the ones who should 
really receive the greatest consideration, are the ones 
for whom the least has been provided. 

Meredith seems to be steadily growing and the out- 
look for the future is very bright. Real estate men, 
manufacturers, and business men in general know that 
one of the greatest inducements any town can offer to 
desirable settlers is the opportunity to send their chil- 
dren to: good schools.

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HEADMASTER’S REPORT 


The present school year finds Meredith High School 
ranking well among the approved secondary schools of 
our state. The one pronounced problem has been the 
improvement in both the attendance and tardiness re- 
cords of the pupils. This has been earnestly studied 
and, with the splendid cooperation in most cases of 
both the parents and the pupils, the following gratify- 
ing results have been accomplished:

The average for our senior high for last year was 
91% and for our junior high 92%. The state average 
for all high schools during the same period was 93.7. 
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A comparison of these averages with those for this 
year shows a creditable improvement. 

It is the belief of your Headmaster that our low at- 
tendance record in the past has been partly due to our 
commendable policy of having few, if any, no school 
days on account of inclement weather. Although this 
policy is sound and right in our location and circum- 
stances, it is only fair to realize that when our school 
is compared with others that give many no school days 
because of bad weather, our percent of attendance must 
suffer in many instances.
